Said he: “Retail prices are what 
count—the price you pay when you 
buy things at the stores, and Canadian 
women do over 80 per cent of all the 
retail buying in Canada. The house- 
wife and the retail merchant need te 
do the job together in seeing that re 
tail prices do not rise above the 
est prices of the basic period, Sep- 
tember 15th to October 11th.” 

Asked for definite suggestions a 
to what the housewife can do, Mr 
Gordon elaborated: 


“We would like every woman whi 
does the family shopping to keep hei 
own record of prices at the ditferen 
stores where she trades, Such a re- 
cord will enable her to work with the 
storekeeper in watching that prices 
do not go up. We also ask housewives 
not to insist on having goods extrav- 
agantly packaged and to be ready t 
accept fewer lines.
